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SCHOOL | 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


In obedience to time-honored custom we submit our annual 
report of the schools of the town. 

That the year past has been more than usually prosperous is 
shown by the facts that the average attendance was good, with 
less absences from sickness or bad weather; that each teacher 
and every term scored a success, and that in spite of the hard , 
times, we have given every child in town the privilege of as many 
or more weeks’ schooling than usual, without reducing the small 
and well earned salaries of our teachers, and with a little balance 
in the treasury yet undrawn. 7 

From a paper on education, by Rabbi Schindler, in the Arena, 
we desire to quote a few extracts, believing them more worthy 
the attention of our townspeople than any remarks of our own. 

The writer had been visiting a model orphan asylum, and pro- 
ceeds to compare the training of a child there with the bringing 
up in an ordinary family. He says: ‘‘ Public education is yet in its 
infancy. Our public schools are very, very young, and the idea 
that it is the duty of society to give to every child a complete 
education has not yet fully matured. . . . Even now the 
community compels parents to give up their children to the school 
for five hours a day to a certain age. If it has the right for five 
hours a day, why not for twelve or twenty-four hours? If it is 
justified in demanding that youth shall be educated up to the 
sixteenth year, why not to the twentieth? If itis, in fact, cheaper 
to supply all the pupils in school with books at the expense 
of the community, why is the idea of supplying them also with 
clothing and board at public expense rejected as preposterous? 

I am fully aware that the time for such innovations has not yet 
come, and therefore can understand why some sneer at such 
propositions, while others reject them as harmful to society. It 
is true that we do not yet live in the time when people understand 
that a child is neither the slave nor the toy of parents, but that 
parents must seek in the development of their children the progress 
of all humanity. We do not yet live in the age when it will be 
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self-evident that the child may demand rights in exchange for the 
duties which society demands of him, but all our social arrange- 
ments are drifting in that very direction. . . . Therefore it 
may not be so very long as many think before the state or com- 
munity will feel obliged to undertake the support as well as edu- 
cation of all children, precisely as orphan asylums are now 
maintained. The old pillars upon which the family has rested 
heretofore are one after another breaking down, and we are on 
the eve of a radical transfoimation of all social conditions, which 
will also include the support and education of all children by the 
state. 

The reader need not be frightened at the word ‘ state.” It is 
not the president,-nor the emperor, the secretary or a board of 
officials. The state is you and I, he and she, we and they. The 
state, which is to support and educate the young, is the same 
parents who do it now, the only difference being that now they do 
it individually, while in time to come they will do it collectivel7 ; 
that now each endeavors to carry alone that which hereafter all 
will together carry with ease. SR rar oa Neihart, AK! } 

In the education of the young, as far as theory goes, we en- 
deavor to imbue them with the ideas of justice and truth; in 
practical life, however, we are satisfied with the appearance of 
virtue, since real virtues are but impediments to individual success. 

The asylum, therefore, which gives an ideal training does not 
fit the pupil for practical life. The asylum teaches the quality of 
all human. beings; the world bows to him who possesses more 
than others do. In the asylum money is of no value; in the 
world it is worshipped as a king, yea, even asa god. We have 
the choice between two methods to remove these drawbacks of the 
asylum system of education. Either the asylum must fit itself to 
the world, or the world must fit itself to the asylum. It is easier 
and recommends itself as more practicable to do the first; if, 
however, as in the course of time it will and must happen, the 
state becomes charged with the support and education of all 
children, would it not be better and more humane that the world 
should aim at universal happiness, and seek it not in warfare but 
in peace? Would it not be preferable that all should unite their 
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activities and see to it that all can live in happiness, than that by 
the victory of one individual over another the welfare of the 
victor involves the misery of the defeated? 

Coming generations will know as a fact that which appears to 
us as a theory. Will they look back upon us and acknowledge 
that we not only hoped for a world in which peace and happiness 
should be the share of every individual, but that we even saw it 
in anticipation and strove to hasten ‘* the good time coming.” 


District No. 1. 


The scholars in this district during the summer and fall terms 
were carried to district No. 3. 

The winter term was taught by Jennie G. Dodge, a teacher of 
much experience, who by her excellent discipline and skill gave 
to both parents and scholars an excellent term of schvol, and she 
deserves great credit for the same. 


District No. 3. 
Primary Department. 

This department has been under the charge of Minnie M. Tobie, 
who with her usual tact and skill has labored both to develop the 
musical and intellectual faculties of her pupils, and she has suc- 
ceeded beyond our most sanguine expectations. 

We found the school when we visited it the last day orderly, 
quiet, attentive and ready with answer and song at the request of 
the teacher, and the many who were there went away feeling that 
the half day spent visiting this school was not only a 4 LO ac- 
complished, but also a great pleasure received. 


Grammar School. 


There has been no change in the teacher of this department for 
several years; and we all cannot fail to perceive that it has been 
a great advantage to the school, and as Mr. Wood is not satisfied 
with following from year to year the same plan, but is continually 
seeking something new to awaken the ideas of his pupils and give 
new interest to his school, we are reaping the advantages of his 
exertions in the advancements of our children. May we continue 
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to enjoy the fruits of his labors, and may his love for his pupils 
and school be as permanent as the minerals which he loves so 
much, and by which he has awakened the knowledge of the 
minerals of the earth among his pupils. 


District No. 4. 


For the spring term the services of Miss Mary L. Bryant were 
again secured. Her success, by previous experience here, was 
beyond question. Good order, promptness and thoroughness 
were especially noted, and the musical training was also promi- 
nent. 

We wish every child in town could have the benefit of musical 
culture throughout their school life, and believe that such advan- 
tage might be secured at a nominal expense. 

As Miss Bryant could not accept charge, Mrs. Julia Carson, 
whose reputation as a teacher has long been assured, was induced 
to assume control, and continued the year’s work so well begun, to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. 


District No. 5. 


The school in this division was taught the entire year by Mary 
A. Pettee, whose continued service has made this one of the most 
interesting and progressive of our schools. Music, gymnastics 
and drawing have of late been introduced here. ‘These and. all 
other features of the school work evinced, not only the superior 
qualifications, but also the enterprising and ambitious spirit of the 
teacher and the bright, receptive and responsive minds of the 
pupils. The recitations and accessory exercises of the ‘‘examina- 
tion day’’ were inspiriting, and in the best sense entertaining. 


District No. 7. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Annie M. 
Morse, and with the best results; the respect and confidence of 
the scholars and the esteem and appreciation of the parents being 
shown in a marked degree. It was much regretted when at the 
close of the term ill health made the continuance of her services 
impossible. | 
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In the fall term, the good work begun by Miss Morse, was con- 
tinued by Miss Annie M. Colburn, whose. earnest and well- 
directed labors met with a ready response from the scholars and 
confirmed the high opinion of her abilities previously entertained 
by members of the Board of Education, all of whom were present 
on the last day of the term, when the school made a most credit- 
able appearance, and Miss Colburn’s services were secured for 
the winter term in which she made a brave beginning, but a num- 
ber of the scholars having removed from the district the school 
_ was brought to an early close. 


District No. 12. 


As Mrs. Carson declined to continue with the winter term, 
owing to the distance from home, weather and hard travelling, 
the matter was finally compromised by opening a school in the 
Manning district for the better accommodation of scholars in that 
vicinity. 

The term of 8 weeks was attended by 9 scholars, and Mrs. 
Carson again did excellent work, while the scholars made an ex- 
ceptionally high average of attendance. 

The rest of the scholars in Division 4 were accommodated at 
the village.
